Alexander Dick, eighty-four years 
old, though looking more like sixty-five, 
squinted into the sun and watched the 
flag move slowly up the pole. It was the 
official opening ceremony of the Indian 
Ridge School, where he has served so 
long as janitor, and Alex was thinking 
of the years he had put in there and the 
numbers of the students he had seen 
come and go. The years seem to go 
faster as you get old. Each new season 
assumes an importance of its own, and 
becomes a distinctive page in the record. 
Every year, the opening of school means 
a good deal to Alexander Dick; this year, 
with the state of the nation so critical, 
perhaps it meant more than usual. Or 
maybe the circumstances had some- 
thing to do with it. 

Certainly those circumstances were 
impressive enough to awaken solemn 
feelings in anyone. Ordinarily, the open- 
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ing of school in the fall is a rather drab 
proceeding ; the students come back, the 
principal says a few words, bulletin 
boards are scanned, and the classes get 
under way with a minimum of fuss and 
feathers. Not so this year. Superinten- 
dent of Schools Kenneth L. Sherman has 
been thinking for some time that the 
opening of school is a dramatic affair, 
and should be given a little color to make 
that drama more readily apparent. With 
national emotion so highly keyed, what’s 
more natural than a publie display of 
patriotism by the returning students? 

That’s how it all started. The coopera- 
tion of Miss Miriam Sweeney, Director 
of the Punchard Girls’ Band, and of the 
sixty-odd girls who, even though school 
wasn’t in session, were willing to sacri- 
fice some of their leisure for drill and 
rehearsal, made the demonstration prac- 
ticable.

So it was that the opening of the pub- 
lic schools became a matter of more 
than usual interest to the townspeople 
of Andover this year. There were more 
than a hundred of them, grouped under 


the still-shady elms and maples on the 
school grounds, watching in reasonable 
silence as the flag was raised and the 
National Anthem played. 


They saw a pretty picture. A few 
clouds drove across the sky, hustled 
along by the strong west wind that ruf- 
fled the clothing of the onlookers below. 
A few leaves floated down to the brown 
grass, but the trees themselves were 
still green and full. The students of the 
central grammar schools and the high 
school formed three sides of a hollow 
square around the flag-pole, and the 
band, in full uniform, the fourth side. 

When the band had entered and the 
group was completely formed, David 
Markert, president of last year’s Junior 
class at Punchard, and Robert McDon- 
ald, this year’s captain of football, ad- 
vanced to raise the flag. As it broke out 
and fluttered up the pole, the audience 
stood at attention and the band struck 
up the “Star-Sangled Banner.” Led by 
the two boys, the twelve hundred spec- 
tators gave the salute to the flag. There 
was another musical selection, and then 
the students filed back to their class- 
rooms, the grown-ups drifted away, the 
Girls’ Band got into school busses. Soon 
the flag was alone there on the sunny 
campus, whipping briskly in the breeze,

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of life, of which the schools be- 
hind it are such an integral part. 


At all the other schools, the 
Shawsheen, Bradley, Indian Ridge, 
West Parish, and North, the cere- 
mony was much the same. In each 
case there was a flag salute by the 
pupils and teachers, marching and 
playing by the Girls’ Band. Present 
at each exercise were Superinten- 
dent Sherman and School Commit- 
teeman William A. Doherty. By 
noon, nearly 1500 students were al- 
ready hard at work. 

The enrollment figures, as re- 
leased by Superintendent Sherman, 
are nearly the same as last year, 
when 1480 were registered. In all 
the public schools, this year, there 
are students; of these, 323 are in 
Punchard, 425 in the Junior High, 
346 in the central grammar grades, 
175 in the Shawsheen, 59 in the 
Bradlee, 64 in the Indian Ridge, 52 
in the West Center, and 20 in the 
North School. The late arrival of 
many students, however, isi ex- 
pected to result in an October 1 
figure of well over 1500, to com- 
pare with last year’s 1517. 

While the differences are not, 
perhaps, great enough to matter, it 
may be worth observing that there 
is a general increase in the gram- 
mar school enrollment, and a de- 
crease in that of Punchard. Per- 
haps the defense program, and the 
opening of many jobs to high school 
students, may account for this.

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Time For Action 


If you saw a man murdering an- 
other man and you didn’t even 
know who the victim was because 
he probably lives some distance 
away from you, what would you 
do? Would you say ‘‘That’s none of 
my business. That’s their quarrel?” 


If you failed to interfere and let 
the murderer go about his) nefari- 
ous work, you wouldn’t feel too 
proud of yourself, would you? 

Quite a few Americans, fewer 
fortunately each week, have been 
closing their eyes to murder. 
They’ve read and seen pictures 
about Nazi Germany’s Gestapo ac- 
tivities. They know that following 
the Nazi armies lightning victory 
over Poland, the Gestapo has been 
systematically exterminating Polish 
people. They know that at the com- 
mand of Adolf Hitler these armies 
have swarmed over Norway, Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Yugoslavia, Greece, and now Rus- 
sia. They know that in those coun- 
tries, and also in the countries 
which Hitler has taken by “peace- 
ful occupation,’ — Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, and 
last but not least, Italy,_the Ges- 
tapo has ruled with an iron hand, 
with mercy toward no one, its 
policy being to kill anyone oppos- 
ing the Nazi regime. 

We don’t know whether Nazi 
Germany, even if it is able to ac- 
quire and develop the enormous re- 
sources of Soviet Russia, would 
ever be able to come over here and 
conquer us. But still aren’t we in 
the position of the man who merely 
watches while another man is mur- 
dered? 

Once, two years ago, when this 
thing first started, it was easy to 
say that we should keep out of it, 
that it was just another of Europe’s 
internal and eternal quarrels. But 
as it has progressed the world has 
come to know more of Adolf Hit- 
ler’s criminal plans, and to the 
United States belongs a share of 
the duty of eliminating those who 
Wish to eliminate others. 

Tonight, President Roosevelt is 
to make an address to the world, 
and those who feel they can pre- 
dict what the President will say, 
have expressed the belief that he 
will urge more active participation 
by the United States in the war. 
There will be those who will un- 
doubtedly denounce the President 
for this attitude. Among them will 
be those who are pacifists by na- 
ture, but this will be a very small 
minority, There also may be oppo- 
sition from the opposition party, or 
rather from those members of the 
Republican party who feel they are 
best serving the party by opposing 
the President merely because he is 
a Democrat. And of course there 
will be those who sincerely believe 


that we can help the world by 
keeping out of the war. 

Yet it must be obvious that we 
should more fully participate, main- 
ly by increasing our flow of war 
materials to the beleaguered na- 
tions and by making certain that 
these materials get there. It is not 
as if we were entering this struggle 
with just a hope of a fair peace, 
for this time the leaders of the two 
nations have conferred about peace 
terms. before the United States took 
any possible action. England and 
United States are now committed 
to make a peace which will be just 
for all nations and which should 
eliminate the possibility of future 
wars. Now that we have this guar- 
antee we can and should become a 
more active participant in the fight 
for freedom.
